Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

3. Claims 12, 22-24, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US Patent 5,608694 to Grimm et al. [hereinafter Grimm]. 

Grimm discloses a timepiece comprising a tourbillion (20) which is free from any 
mechanical coupling. A tourbillion bar (66) provided with tourbillion (20) together with the 
other intermediate wheel and pinion set (80) constitute on plate (P) a completely separate module 
which is mounted on the back-frame of case (2) which is on a side opposite to a dial (C) of the 
time indicators (8 and 10). It appears that the tourbillion (20) is an independent relative to the

4. Claims 13-21, 25-31, 33 and 34 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
